In our decision entitled the Claim of Ruth Anna Haskew (Claim NOo CU-0849

which we incorporate here~n by reference), we held that the properties owned

by the Company were nationalized or otherwise taken by the Government of Cuba

on August 6~ 1960, and that this type of clai’,~ is co~npensable to an American

national ~nder the facts and conditions set forth therein. We need not again

detail here the reasons or the method used in determining the value per share

On the basis of evidence in theracord in the instant case~ the Commis-

sion finds that Neil F,~ Hatch ca~e within the terms of the Haskew decision;

that he was an American national at all requisite times; that he was the owner
